Prospects of Peace Almost Assured 
Both in Asia and Central 
America. 



Germany Arranging for Craisers— The 
Saltan Endeavoring: to Circum- 
vent the Powers. 



London, May 3. — In a leader to-morrow 
the Timea will aay : «• Apparently oh 
Thursday the 1 Son of Heaven ' aotod like a 
aonslble man. He has bowed to fate and 
refused to expose himself and the dynasty 
of his people to tho almoat certain disaster 
that would have boon involved in prolong- 
ing tho atruggle. It is the one wise stop 
that China haa takon in tho war." The 
Timos adda : " While the prospects of 
poaco are good in Asia wo are within 
moasurablo distance of a reconciliation with 
Nioaragua. Tho Ejrl of Kimborly has 
Bhown himself to be an indulgent creditor. 
If President Zolaya sanotionB tho agreement 
our ships will immediately loavo Nicaraguan 
waterB. 

A diBpatch to the Standard from Berlin 
sayB that Germany haa concluded contraots 
with loading Gorman shipping companies for 
ton steamers to act as oruisera In time of 
war, Among tho vessels are tho beat line 
atoamera running to New York. 

In a leader tho Standard aaya : " Tho 
Sultan of Turkey cherishes a hopo of being 
able to anticipato tho aotion of the allied 
powers in regard to Armenia by precipi- 
tately producing a soheme of reform. It la 
imperative that this device be frustrated 
and that tho powers should not for a 
moment relax tholr hold on thojArmenian 
ijuoatlon." 

A dispatch to tho Dally News from 
Berlin says: "In oonneotion with Ger- 
many's change of front in regard to Japan 
and China, it appoara to havo been much 
more olever than waa at first thought. 
Germany haa really rendered a aervieo to 
European peace. Tho Franco-Russia 
relations would havo become so intimate 
that a formal alliance between the two 
countries wonld havo approached realiza- 
tion. Germany has prevented this al- 
liance." 

A dispatch to the Dally Newa from Paris 
aaya tho fact is that tho Russian alliance is 
now found to bo a boro. Nobody cares for 
tho independence of Korea, and everyone 
would be better pleased at tho bottom that 
Japan should have it rather than RuBsia or 
China. 

The Timea haa a dispatch from Shanghai, 
which it will publish to-morrow, stating that 
the Emperor of China ratified the troaty ol 
poace with Japan ycaterday, and that Li 
Hung Chang will at once proceed to Chefoo 
to exohange ratifications with tho Japanese 
representative. 

The Times says of Sir William Haroourt'a 
announcement in presenting the budget that 
Uprobably would be tho last time when.fi'oma 
responsible position, he would bo able to ad- 
dress the house on finance, that this language 
read in conjunction with the report that 
Lord Kosebery haa dooided to relinquish the 
premiership forthwith, means that it ia 
obvionB that the present parliament haa 
nearly run its course. 

SYNOD OF BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Proceedings of Yesterday's Session— Home 
and Foreign Missions— Sabbath Observ- 
ance—The Garrow Appeal. 

Nanaimo, May 3.— (Special) — The Synod 
of British Columbia resumed buaineaa this 
morning. The decision of tho court in the 
Garrow appeal against tho Presbytery of 
Viotorla was non-committal, and the Pres- 
bytery appealed to the Goneral Assembly, 

Tho home mission work was fully con- 
sidered. The assombly'a committee waa 
urgod to reduce the grants promisod a yoar 
ago to tho missionaries. It was agreed to 
ask tho general oommitteo to make grants 
to each field instead of sending a lump Bum 
of $14,000 to tho synod for distribution 
within its bounds. 

Calgary presbytery submittod an overture 
asking that it might havo a representative 
on tho homo mission central committee. 
Tho foreign mission report was presented 
by Mr. Winchostor and Mr. Scoullar, and 
waa of great interest, showing tho work 
among the Chineso and Indians to be mak- 
ing good progress. 

Dr. Campbell gavo tho report on Sabbath 
obaorvanco, and followod it by an addresB 
shosviog that Sabbath observance waa greatly 
Improving In tho provinco. 

Tho mooting of to-day was full of life, and 
vory instructive and encouraging. 



IRISH AMERICANS. 

Important Convention to lie Held at an Early 
Date— Homo Hide to lie Kept 
to tho Fore. 

NEW York, May 3.— A movomont has 
boon aot on foot to hold a convention of 
Irish-Amoricans in ono of tho largo oitlos at 
an eurly date. Tho agitation known as tho 
Parnoll-parliamontary movomont, as far as 
Irish nationality is ooncernod, is dead, Tho 
homo rulo question has boon rulod out of 
practical British politics by tho British peo- 
ple, Tho now movomont abides by tho do- 
oialon, as far as tho further prosecution of 
parliamentary agitation ia ooncernod; but it 
is determined to keep tho flag of Irish indo- 
pondenco still flying, and will dovote itsolf 
to forolng tho Irish quostion upon the atton- 
tion of the world In Buch a manner as will 
inovitably compel a BOttlomont more satis- 
factory to Ireland than any horotoforo 
offorod by any British party, Mr. Glad- 
Btono said in moving his homo rule bill : 
" If, thoroforo, tho rosistanco to this moasuro 
wore to be bitter, obstinato and prolongod,

Wreck of a Seattle Sealer— Seventeen 
of Her Crow Lose Their 
Lives. 



The Survivors Obliged to Suffer the 
Loss of Their Limbs by 
Amputation. 

Port Townsend, via Seattle, May 3. — 
(Special) — Advices from Kodiak island, 
Alaska to-day, say that a terrible north- 
east gale swept over that section of the 
country on April 14, wreoking the sealing 
sohooner George R. White, of Seattle. 
Seventeen of the crew wore drowned and 
frozen to death on tho barren shore. Eleven 
survivors were left to relate tho story. The 
vessel Btruck a reef at midnight two miles 
from shoro. A terrible gale was blowing, 
which with a blinding snow storm and the 
mercury 3 degrees below zero made the situ- 
ation extremely desperate. The survivors 
are suffering from frost-bitten limbs, which 
havo been amputated. Four days after the 
diBaater a party of native hunters passed by 
and resaued tho survivors. The Bohooner 
Kodiak was wrecked in the same Btorm, 
twenty miles distant, and will be a total 
loss ; no lives, howevor, were lost. 

DURRANT'S CASE. 

Will Be TtUA Xos the Murder of Minnie Wil- 
liams-Attempted Suicide of an 
Important WltnesB. 

San Francisco, May 3. — Theodoro Dur- 
rant will bo plaoed on; trial 'Jor his life for 
tho murder of Minnie Williams. He was 
held to answer on the charge in the superior 
court, bail bolng refused. Police Judge Con- 
Ian, tho oommitting magistrate, in render- 
ing his decision, briefly reviewed tho case 
and the ovldonco adduoed against Durrant. 
In conclualon, the judge aald : " Tho peo- 
ple, I conaidor, have aurely wound a chain 
of circumstances in this caeo around ons ob- 
ject — Durrant— and to cap the climax the 
property of tho dead girl waa found in hiB 
possession. The chain ia complete, and in 
my opinion nothing is wanting," 

Subsequently Durrant'a preliminary ex- 
amination for the murdor of Blanche La- 
mont was taken up, The ovidenco rotated 
to Durrant's accompanying tho girl from 
Bohool on the day sho was murderod, and 
to his soolal intimacy with her, Blanche's 
aunt, Mra. C. G. Noble, waa asked by the 
defence to identify the dead girl's hand- 
wining. Sho wus cross-examined for an 
hour on this point. Tho only writing which 
has concerned the caso hitherto was that on 
tho paper enclosing Blanche's rings and 
bearing tho namea of Georgo tt. King and 
Prof. Shornstern. The defence apparently 
wiBh to Bhow that Blanche herself wrote 
those names, to establiah their now thoory 
that Blanche had not been killed, and that 
tho body in tho steoplo was that of someone 
else. 

C. T. HHIb, one of tho most important 
witnoaaes for the state in connooting Theo- 
dore Durrant with tho murder of Minnie 
Williams, tried to end hia life by suicide 
yesterday morning. Hills testified at the 
examination boforo Judgo Conlan that he 
was standing at Twonty-third and Bartlott 
streota a fow minutoa aftor 8 on tho night of 
tho murdor, waiting for hia wife, who ho ex- 
pootod wonld come up tho atreot. A man 
unaworing Durrant'a description oamo along, 
and a woman, who ho firat thought waBMra. 
Hills, mot Durrant. Tho two walkod to- 
ward tho church and ho followod. Ho saw 
them entor tho sido door of tho church and 
ho poorod in after them, but all was dark 
and ho wont homo. Tho reason he gavo for 
following thorn was that ho had tho ImproB- 
sion the woman was his wife. When ho 
roachod homo his wifo waa in tho house, 
Hills had boon out of work for some time, 
and was pennilees and doapondont. To-day, 
to end his troublea, he aovored an artory in 
hia wrlat. Ho was discovorod in tlmo to 
savo his life. 



Si.va Sino, N.Y., May 3,— Honry Ward, 
better known aB Hank Ward, of the famous 
Ward brothers, at ono timo the champion 
four-oarod crew of tho world, was found dead 
n hit; little fisherman's hut at Crawbuokeye 
boach near this place lost night.

Ottawa, May 3.— Hon. G. E. Foster, in 
tho delivery of the budget speooh, spoke 
two hours and a Half. Ho made a masterly 
exposition of the financial situation and ex- 
plained the cause for the deficit last yoar 
Tho deficit this year will be $-1,500,000. 
He olaimed that no modorn country had re- 
duood Ita taxes bo aweepingly aB Canada had 
dono within tho last five yoara. Tho revenue 
next yoar will bo 535,000,000. The govern- 
ment felt it advisable to restore tho equil- 
ibrium botweon revenue and expenditure, 
and therefore proposod to reimposo ono 
third of the sugar duties and slightly aug- 
ment the duties on spirits, which havo been 
incroaaed twolvo and a-half cento por proof 
gallon. A duty of one-half cent per pound 
will be Imposed on raw sugar and on the 
BUgar at preaent dutiable an additional half 
oent per pound will be levied. 

Tho official correspondence relative to the 
Hudson Bay railway, whloh waa preeonted 
to parliament to-day, shows that an order 
in council wao passed on March 5 last, 
granting, Bubject to parliamentary sanction, 
a loan of $2,500,000 to enable the company 
to construct a line to the Saskatchewan. 
Particulars of the quarrel betweon Mr. Mo- 
Kenzle and Hugh Sutherland and others are 
lacking. The company haB owed the former 
S100.000 ainco 1891, with 6 per cent, inter- 
est. The faot that a aplit took place la 
chronioled, also that Mr. Sutherland made a 
new contract. Hon. Mr. Haggart, however, 
informs Mr. Sutherland that the govern- 
ment cannot recognize tho new oontraotorB. 

The Senate to-day adjourned until May 
21.

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NEWS OF THE PEOVINCE. 



Vancouver's Municipal Estimates— Im- 
portant Changes— Police Inresti- 
gution— Methodist Meeting. 



Indications in Cariboo of Extensive 
Operations— Prospecting in the 
Kootenay Country. 



(Special to tho COLONIST.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, May 3.— Tho ostimatea woro 
adopted at a Bpecial meeting of the counoil 
last night after the following reductions and 
Increases had boon made : — Poll tax col- 
lector's salaiy reduood §5 per month ; 
assistant treasurer's salary advanced $5 a 
month ; dork's salary reduced SI a month; 
sewer extension estimate redncod §500. 
Four hundred dollars was addod for horseB 
and harness ; tho plumbing inspector's 
salary was reduced several dollars a month; 
and the health inspector's waB Inoreasod. 
An appropriation of §5,00 was voted to tho 
Children's Homo, and §50 given to the City 
band to aid in paying thoir late band 
master's salary. 

The oity and tram company are busy lay- 
ing pormanent pavements and rails. Tho 
Vancouver and Westminster Tram Co.'s 
track will be oonneotod with those of tho 
Terminal City, and tho looal system will 
bo extended to English Bay. 

Tho police investigation has boon ad 
journed to ascertain tho qualification of 
Alderman Gallagher, tho prime mover 
Tho oity solicitor and tho lawyer retained 
by tho police claim that Mr. Gallagher can 
net qualify, and thoreforo tho entire inves- 
tigation falls to the ground. 

In an interview yesterday Senator Raid 
said that everything seems ripo in Cariboo 
for an exceptionally busy season. Apart 
from several hundred employes of tho Car 
iboo and Horsefly oompanios there are fully 
2,000 miners scattered throughout tho min 
ing districts. Mr. Reid warned tho publlo 
againet any too sanguine expectations as to 
tho results this soason. With the excep- 
tion of tho two large companies above re- 
ferred to, it is not very probable that others 
will take out much gold. Hydraulic mining 
is by no moans a superficial proceeding, and 
another hard season's work, coupled withtho 
judioioua outlay of capital, will be neooesary 
before they are established on a paying 
basis. A large drodging plant has bosn 
built at Soda Croek in order to operate on 
the Little Smoky river, whloh is a tributary 
of tho Fraser about 200 miles from Soda 
Creek. On groat drawbaok to mining oper- 
ations on tho Quosnelle rivor between the 
Forks and tho mouth, is the bad oonditlon 
of the roads, and it is proposed to urgo 
strongly upon the government at an early 
date the imperative need for some improve- 
ment in this direction.

NEtv Westminster, May 3.— Capt. Pit- 
tendrigh is investigating a very peculiar 
case at Upper Sumas. A thirteen year old 
lad is charged with criminal assault upon a 
girl of ten, Both are ohildron of Sumas 
farmers.

P. McGoniglo is suing the city for 55,000 
damages for injuries BUBtained last winter 
by boing knooked down by a boy, who waa 
coasting on the eidowalk. 

There woro but five oonviotions at the 
Westminster police court in April. During 
the month thero were 14 births, 3 marriages 
and 18 deaths. 

The Woman's Auxiliary of Holy Trinity 
cathedral held a bazaar yesterday and to- 
day in aid of the Orphanage building fund. 

Adam MoDonald is suing C. Sexsmith for 
§5,000, oharging him with seizing ten horaoa 
on his property and not rodeeming them 
under color of a distress warrant against the 
chattels of Antono Delporto, from whom 
the plaintiff bought them. 

NAN AIM O. 

Nanaimo, May 3 —At the Methodist dis- 
triot meeting, which olosed yesterday, Rov, 
Mr. Gardiner gave an interesting report of 
the Chineso work in tho district. A new 
Chinese mission house and school house will 
shortly be erected in Nanaimo, a site having 
boen Bocured ond suffioient monoy oolleoted 
to supplement the mission grant to defray 
expenses. Rov. Mr. Astor, of Saanieh, 
urged the co-operation of tho different do- 
nominations in missionary work so as to pro- 
vont the field being occupied by tho minis- 
ters of throe or four different denominations. 
Maple Bay circuit is to be divided so bb to 
form two missions as follows : Duncan, com- 
prising Duncan, ChemainuH, McPhersou's 
and Tatland ; Maplo Bay and Salt 
Spring Island will form anothor cirouit.

Daltou McCarthy and Col. O'BHen Join 
tlis Opposition— Edncatlou Under 
Confederation.

Dolejrates to Discuss the Copyright— 
Madame Laurier'a Beceptiou- 
Report on Prohibition. 



(From Our Own Correspondent), 
Ottawa, April 27. — The debate on the 
Address lasted but three days, bub no 
amendment was offered by the opposition. 
The clauses in the address which might have 
left an opening for an amendment were so 
carefully framed that there was not much 
possibility for tho opposition to object to 
them. The Manitoba sohool question, on 
which it was expected a fight might take 
plaoe, was touchod upon by Boveral mem- 
bers, but in view of tho fact that the legis- 
lature of Manitoba has not pronounced upon 
tie Bubject yet, it Ib not to be debited upon 
its merits until it Is soen what course that 
body will pursue On tho lasb day of tho 
debate there woro two speoohoa of moro 
than ordinary intcrost — those of Mr. Mc- 
Carthy and Mr. Costigan. Mr. McCarthy 
put his C:>bc, or- rarher the ease of Manitoba, 
much more concisely and thorefore with 
greater forco than in hia argument before 
tho Privy Council. Mr. McCirthy may 
now bo considered as directly in opposition 
to tho government. Ho was very outspoken 
in bis opinions In reference to the delay in 
calling the houiio, and geuerally condemned 
tho ministry lor their policy since Sir 
Mackenzie Bowoll accepted office 
Premier. Tho anomaly i f Mr. McCarthy's 
present condition it, thuc although occupy- 
ing a seat on tho front ministerial row, he 
is outspoken In his utturancos against tho 
government. One is not accustomod tc 
hear viewB antagonistic to tho ministry pro 
ceeding from tho benches to tho right of the 
Speaker. 

The Minister of Marine and Fisheries does 
not often take parb in the debates of tho 
house, but bis contribution on tho Manitoba 
school question was a valuablo one. Spoak 
ing for tho Catholica of Canada he waa able 
to emphasize tho view whioh ho takes that 
it la not the Catholics of tblB country who 
have attempted to force Catholio sohools 
upon the people and to intorforo with pro- 
vincial rights. Mr. Costigan ably reviewed 
the history of the sohool negotiations at the 
time of confederation. He showed that it 
was tho Protestants — mon like George 
Brown, Mr. Holton, Sir Alexander Gait — all 
prominent men at tho time, who insisted, r,s 
the first condition of confederation, that the 
educational rights of tho Protestant minority 
in Quebec should be protected and guaran- 
teed. The Protestant leaders in parliament 
were not content that the rights of tho min- 
ority In Quebeo, as they then existed, should 
be Becured at confederation. They said, 
" That ia not enough. We want perfect 
and full control of educational mutters fur 
our minority in Quebec, and unless you 
amend the law now so as to give us that full 
and oomplete control ib will not be binding 
under the confederation act." The views of 
the minority in Quebec were acceded to, and 
in like manner the ProtoBtant minority in 
Manitoba, as it existed at the time that pro- 
vince came Into confederation, secured the 
protection of their rights by the powers 
which the Catholics are invoking to day. 

The government baa not yet decided upon 
the official who will be sent to Europe for 
the purpose of diaoussing the subject of 
copyrighb with the Imperial authorities. 
The copyright association would like Sir 
Charles Hibberi Tupper to go over. They 
recognize that he is a hard hitter, a keea 
fighter, and know perfectly well that in his 
hands their oase would be safe. The diffi- 
culty at the preaont time, however, in car- 
rying oub thia viow ia that Sir Charlos can- 
not be Bpared daring the session and the 
Imperial government desire to cIobo up the 
matter at as early a date aa possible Ib is 
probable that, under the circumstances, the 
Deputy Minister of Justice may bo sent 
over, and that associated with him will be 
Bomo suoh man aa Mr. John Rosa Robertson 
of tho Toronto Telegram, who haa been a 
keen advocate of Canadian rights in this 
copyrighb matter. 

Both houses seem to be greatly agitated 
over British Columbia penitontiary affairs. 
It would not be fair to prejudge tho gov- 
ernment's explanation of the reasona which 
led to the reinstatement of Deputy Warden 
Fitztimmons, bet I am bound to say that Id 
ministerial ciroles tho conviction provails 
that the government has committed a blun- 
der In retaining Mr. FitzaimmonB in West- 
minster. If they had given him a situution 
in some other penitentiary would have 
been better. 

Tho house waa greatly amuBod during tho 
week at an outbreak on the part of Col. 
O'Brien. The man from Shanty Bay has 
followed his loadar, Mr. McCarthy, Into the 
cool shades of opposition, and having in 
that gentleman's absence occasion to intro- 
duce a couple of Mr. McCarthy's bills ho 
went out of his way to have a fling at the 
ministry. Mr. Costigan hod ovidontly trod- 
den upon Col. O'Brien's coat-tall ; accord- 
ingly that gontloman wanted to " get oven." 
He spoke about Mr. Costigan " fattening 
and battening' at tho public orib, stigma- 
tized him aa a placeman, and talked so fast 
and excitedly that in about fivo minutes the 
Colonel was quite pumped out. Tho house 
laughod upruariously. Tho Commons may 
expect some similar exhibitions from him 
during tho present session. 

The politicians who congregato at Ottawa 
during tho session of parllamont are not 
Buch bittor enomiea as many in tho country 
may believe. The first of Madame Lauriet's 
Thursdoy ovening receptions took place thia 
wook, and it was a very graceful act on the 
part of tho Promior, aa well aB a numbor of 
other loading mombors on the ministerial 
aide, to call and pay their roapocls to tho 
charming wife of tho opposition loader. 

Tho report of tho prohibition commission, 
big and bulky, wi.b preaonted to parliament 
on Wodnoaduy. Tho majority of the com- 
missioners have reported as was oxpeoted. 
Thoy think prohibition would bo detrimen- 
tal to tho best interests of tho country. 
Tho actual cost of tho commission will ex- 
coed §100,000. Aa tho result of its labors 
a maBa of valuablo information has been col- 
lected, and In thoir roporb tho commioBion- 
ers make some exceedingly good suggoationa. 
Dr. McLood, of Fredrioton, doolined to sign 
tho report and prosonted one on his own ac- 
count. Ho is strongly in favor of prohibi- 
tion. Ho oppokos tho high lioonso which 
his colleaguoa had reoommondod, and ex- 
preBaoa an unfavorable opinion of tho Goth- 
enborg syatom. Ho frankly admits that tho 
investigations mado in tho prohibition states 
of tho Union have nob Impressed him with 
the perfection of tho construction or oper- 
ation of tho laws provailing there. Pro- 
hibitory laws have thoir dofoats ; thoir pro-

will bring that great wheat-growing region 
within an eaBy distance of the beat grain 
market in the world is worthy of all the en- 
oouragement that the government of the 
Dominion can, in justice to other intereata and 
enterprises, give it. Tho only doubt, It seems 
to us — and it is a grave one, and one that 
ought to be resolved satisfactorily before tho 
money is Bpent upon the road — la whether 
tho fludaon Biy route can ever 
bo a reliable one for commercial 
purposes. Once let it bo proved that 
Hudson Bay is navigable for five or alx 
months of the year, that during that period 
the arrival and departure of freight atoam- 
shipa aan be calculated with certuinty, and 
all objsotiono to the Hudson Biy Railway 
will apeedlly disappear. But thia has not 
yet boon, in our opinion, provod to tho Batia- 
faction of prudent and reasonable men. The 
experimental voyagoa mode by Lieut. Gor- 
don were, wo think, not calculated to raiao 
tho hopea of those who are roaaonably favor- 
able to the scheme. 

It is on tho navigability of Hudson Bay, 
on ita reliability as a oommeroial route, that 
the success oi the enterprise wholly dependa. 
It is to be prosumed that tho Government 
natlsfied themeolveson this point before they 
oonsented to advance ao largo a Bum aa 
§2,500,000 to tho projoctora of tho enterprise. 



JUSTICE TO BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

The Premier when announcing to the 
Senate the ohangea that had boon made in 
tho Cabinet since the last aesaion of Parlia- 
ment, made theBO announoomonta : " The 
iaolatod position of Prince Edward Island 
renders direct repreaentation In tho Ministry 
desirable. Hon. gentlemen will, I am sure, 
agree with me that in tho accession of the 
Hon. Senator Porguson to the Cabinet, th< 
people of the Island Provinoo have ovory as 
suranca that their intereata will be safe 
guarded." Thia is truo enough. Senator 
Ferguson is a capable man, and tho Island 
Province will lose nothing that zeal and 
enlightened regard for ita interests can 
obtain for it. But we wonder that it did not 
strike the Premier that British Columbia 1 ! 
distance from Ottawa is as effectual 
in isolating it from the rest of the Dominion 
as is the narrow strait that scparatea 
Prince Edward Ialand from Nova Sootia and 
New Brnnawiok. If isolation makea repre- 
sentation in the ministry doairable, Britiah 
Columbia haB far greater olaims to be oon- 
sidored when a Government la reconstructed 
than haa Princo Edward Island, Prom a 
commercial and a finanoial point of view thia 
Provinco is more entitled to consideration 
than any one of the Eastern maritime pro- 
vinces. Ita contribution to the Dominion 
revenue is greater than that of any one of 
them, and its foreign trade bida fair before 
very long to vie with that of tho largoat 
and richest provinco of tho Dominion. 
Ita interests therefore demand the 
cloaeat attention and the moBt favor- 
able oonaideration from the Government 
of tho Dominion. But it cannot hope to 
receive that attention and that considera- 
tion aa long aa it haB no representative in 
the ministry. Giving every minlater In the 
present Cabinet all the credit that la due 
him for largenesB of view and provincial 
impartiality, it is not to be oxpootod that 
the very beat and the largost-minded of 
them will give the Provinco with which 
neither he nor any of hla colloaguoa ia per- 
sonally connected tho attention that would 
be given to it if thoy wore in constant com- 
munication and association with a colleague 
who would be in duty bound to advance tho 
interests of this distant province. No gov- 
ernment, either ConBorvativo or Liboral, 
would dream of treating Nova Scotia or 
Now Brunswick in this regard aa ^British 
Columbia haa boon treated. Thoy aro 
well repreaontod in the Cabinet as a 
matter of course. Vet neithor of them 
is of more importance to tho Dominion than 
is British Columbia, and neithor of them 
needs the caro and attention of tho contral 
Govornmont moro then thia provinco dooa 
Thia Pacific provinco ia much tho youngesl 
of all tho provincos, and it ia growing fastor 
than any of them. Itu different services oro 
nocossarily in an imporfeot condition, and 
the Government ia not aa woll acquainted 
with ita needa aa it ought to bo, and not as 
deeply impressed with tho neooBBity for Bup. 
plying thoBo nooda with tho least posaiblo 
delay, aa it would bo if there was in tho 
Cabinet an able and an onergotic British 
Columbian. Wo dVnot blamo tho Govern- 
ment for this want of knowledge, for it is 
ono of the conditions of tho position of the 
provinco, as being tho most nowly nettled and 
the moat distant from tho Boat of govorn- 
mont. But it ia time that British Columbia 
waa bettor known, and its importance moro 
highly appreciated In Obtawa. In tho in- 
terest, thorefuro, of tho whole Dominion aa 
woll aa of thia Provinco itself, it is nooosaary 
that ib should bo ropresontod in tho ministry 
by tho boat man available. 

HUDSON BAY RAILWAY. 

The Hudson Bay Railway ia an onterpriao 
about which much haa boon aaid and writ- 
ton. If that road gives Manitoba and tho 
Northwest Territories a short routo to Eu- 
ropo that can bo dopondod upon for commor- 
clol purposes the wladom of onoouraging it 
is not opon to question. An ontorpriao that 



THE RELIEF OF OHITRAL. 

Tho garrison of Chitral must hove had a 
very hard time of it in ovory woy. They 
wore In the centre of a mountainous country 
aurrounded by half savage tribes bent upon 
thoir destruction. Any expedition that came 
to their relief would have to maroh hundrodB 
of miles through the roughest region imagin 
ablo— a region devoid of tho facilities of 
travol. Thore oro in it noithor rallrouds 
nor highways nor bridges. It muat thero- 
foro be montha beforo thoy could, under the 
moat favorable oircumatances, bo roliovod. 
They were ahut up in the little fort on tho 
4th of Maroh, and thoy wero not rolieved 
until the 20th of April. They had, 
it appears, ammunition onough, but 
provislona wore Bhort. Thoy wero rolieved 
by Col. Kelly, from Gilgit, sooner than thoy 
could have oxpootod. Sir R. Low ap- 
proaohed Chitral from the south, and Col. 
Keliy'a route waa from the oaBt. Though at 
considerable distances apart the two expedi- 
tions co-operated and holped each othor. 
The main expedition under Sir R. Low oc- 
cupied the attention of the enemy and made 
the route comporativoly clear for Col. 
Kelly, who, In tho faoe of tho most formida- 
ble obstacles from the weather and the na- 
ture of the country, preased on to the rea- 
oue of the little garrison oooped up in Chit- 
ral. Col. Kelly and Sir R. Low knew that 
Dr. Robertson must be relieved with all 
possible speed. The garrison know that 
thoir only hope was that tho forcoa aent to 
their relief would roach thorn boforo their 
provisions wero exhausted. They had nothing 
to hope for from the barbarouB onomy who 
wero thirsting for their blood. Surrender 
meant to every ono of them death. It can 
therefore be understood that tho forty-aoven 
day8 of tho aiego wero to tho beloagurod a 
time of the moBt cruel and tho most wearing 
suBponso, Fighting, oxcept to hold the fort, 
would not avail them. Thoy woro aa help- 
less us rata in a trap, and they had to await 
thoir deliverance with what pationce and 
hope they could oommand. 

REPUBLICAN FA WNERS. 

Tho Americana aro republicans. They 
deolaro in their constitution that all men are 
born froe and equal. They profess to be- 
lieve that the BabjectB of a monarch aro 
undor a grinding tyranny and cannot call 
their Bouls their own. They theoretically 
acorn an aristrooraoy and affect to pity tho 
unfortunate peoples who livo under mon- 
archical institutions, and who have to grovel 
at tho feet of the nobloa of tho land and ask 
their leave to live ; yot thoro aro no poople 
in tho world who prize titles bo highly as 
those same Americans, and who aro socager 
to obtain any title that may distinguish a 
man or a woman from the common herd 
Tboy very consistently worship a lord ; 
tho proudest among them would do 
almost anything to bo noticod by u duke or 
a princo, and to bo soon in tho company of a 
man or a woman who boars an imposing title 
and who is known to bo a member of tho 
aristocracy of any European country. 

This woaknoes for titles and this eagerness 
to catch a ray of tho grandour that is sup- 
posed to emanato from royalty, aro noticod 
and commented upon by tho AmoricunB 
thomaolvoB. A rumor was latoly raisod that 
tho Prince of Wales purposes aoon to pay a 
visit, to tho Unitod States. Tho Waahington 
Poet comments upon tho rumor in tho fol 
lowing strain ; 

This is, perhaps, tho only ono of tho groat 
nationB of tho earth which a royal porsonago 
cannot visit without annoyance to himself 
and demoralization to his hosts. Albort 
Edward goea to Nlco, or Hamburg, or 
almoat any :Continental roflort, and enjoys a 
season of relaxation. Hla privacy is re- 
spected ; ho is not tormented by vulgar im- 
portunity, ho oxporloncoB almoat as muoh 
freedom as a private citizen. Europeans do 
not mob him at ovory turn, staring aa if ho 
woro Borne froak of nature, and nausoating 
him with a loathsome and sorvilo adulation. 
Ho is permitted to feel that, for a moment, 
at loast, ho is a human being. But wo can 
hardly promise him any euch privileges 
here. We foar that ho would bo little more 
than a prisoner from tho moment ho londed 
at Now York until ho puasod boyond Sandy 
Hook on his roturn. Ho would bo be- 
sot by curiosity in ita viloat and most 
offonBlve form. Ho would bo envelop- 
ed in an atmosphoro of fawning and 
pursuit thick onough to asphyxiate him or 
any other well-born gentleman. Ho would 
have to dine upon a dais with snobs and 
toadies looking on. Ho would inhalo tho 
odor of tho parvonu with every breath. We 
hope ho will not como. We like him, and 
would spare him noodlesa Buffering. 

Tt will not do to Bay that tho princo vis- 
ited tho Unitod Statos aomo forty yoarB ago 
and esoapod with his lifo. Things have 
changod sinco then, Tho people who aro 
moat in ovidenco to-day and with whom vis- 
iting colobritloa now havo to reckon wero 
not giving tone and flavor to society forty 



years ago. Society was then reproBontod 
and controlled by persons inured by long 
habit, by tradition and inheritance, to con- 
tact with rank, dletinotion and high birth— 
by persons accuatomed to standing ereot and 
nob at all subject to hysteria or expert in 
genuflection. Guests In those days were nob 
persecuted by unwelcome BolicltationB and 
Bhooked by vulgar Bervillty. Tho Queen 
heraelf might have oomo to New York or to 
Waahington in 1855 and boon none the 
woree for it. Thero is a difference now, 
however, and wo feel bnund in honor and 
humanity to tell Prince Albert Edward ao. 
We know what the Infanta Eulalia Buffered 
only a year or two ago. We recall with a 
Bhudder thoao olophautino ceremonies, those 
reeking funoiiona through whioh aho had to 
paaa in New York. And, to tho extent of a 
fairly alert and vigorous Imagination, wo can 
ploture to ourselves tho inferno into whloh 
the Princo of Wales would be dragged if 
onoe the banded toadies of thin free and 
glorious republic could lay thoir itching 
hands upon him, Albert Edward la getting 
along in years. Ho ia a courteous, graoious, 
kindly gentloman. Ho needs, and la entitled 
to, a poaoeful and a tranquil lifo. 

Let him atay in Europe then— atay in 
landa and among people whoro tho appari- 
tion of royalty doea not oonvort human beings 
into crawling thinga, and where the toady 
and the upstart do nob quite occupy the 
social foreground. 

TEE MINORITY REPORT. 

The Minority Reporb of tho Commission 
on the Liquor Traffio la quite a formidable 
document, covering fivo hundrod type-writ- 
ten pages. The pith of it, howovor, aooma 
to bo contained in tho following paragraphs : 

1. That the Houao of Commona of tho 
Dominion mado a right and wise declaration 
in relation to the aubjeot whon it declared 
In 1878 : " That total prohibition is tho 
right and only effeotivo remedy for the evils 
of intemporanco." That tho Houao of Com- 
mons was right in declaring at tho same 
time " That this House 1b prepared lo onaot 
suoh legislation as aoon aa publio opinion 
will sustain them in doing so " ; and that the 
Houso of Commons was well advised in re- 
iterating from time to timo, aa already Bot 
out in this declaration. 

2. That all tho information whioh your 
oommisaion has been able to obtain has mado 
it dear to tho undersigned thab tho effeat of 
the liquor traffio has been and is seri- 
ously detrimental to all tho moral, social 
and material intorosta of the nation ; that 
the meaBuros employed to " lessen, regu- 
late or prohibit " tho traffio have 
been of value and offeotlvo only in propor- 
tion as they havo approximated in thoir 
operation to tho absoluto prohibition of tho 
traffio in intoxicating beverages, and that 
the revenue requirements of tho oountry 
Bhould not be considered a reason for tho 
continuance of an admittod evil, and, moro- 
over, could be met without tho continuance 
of that evil. 

3. That the endorsement which tho oleo- 
torato of different sections of tho Dominion 
have given at the ballot box to tho prinolplo 
of prohibition whenever submitted, as well 
as many petitions, memorials and declara- 
tions of the ohuroh, courtB, tomperanoo or- 
ganizations, municipal councils and other 
representative bodies, make it suffioiontly 
oloar that a majority of the people of Canada 
are in favor of tho total prohibition of tho 
liquor traffio, 

4. That ib would, therefore, bo right and 
wiBO for the Dominion Parliament, without 
further delay, to carry out tho promiso 
given, and give effect to tho prinoiplo stated 
in ita reEolutions by the onaotment and 
thorough enforcement of a law prohibiting 
tho manufacture, importation and sale of 
intoxicating liquors, excepb for medical, 
aacramontal and eciontifio purposes.

Wells for cheoBO at tho Midwinter Fair, 
San Francisco, and that thoy would bo for 
warded on receipt of f'li.oO. Surprised at 
this demand, Mr. Wolls, nob knowing 
Hardt, asked Mr. Anderson for information, 
Mr. Andorson thoreupon communicated 
with Hardt, inquiring how it was he should 
have in hia possession awards mado to 
Canadian exhibitors. 

Back oamo u letter from Mr. Hardt sot- 
ting forth that " I was tho acting commis- 
sioner for Canada at tho Midwlntor Fair, 
appointed by authority." Ho had, ho 
clalmod, acted in that capacity, " which 
services I porformod honorary," he ex- 
plained. Through his valuable services, 
he ^went on to intimato, Can- 
ada was givon froo Bpaco at tho 
fair. He had all through tho fair, ho 
said, aBBisted Mr. Anderson, the superin- 
tendent, in every way, and aftor Mr. Ander- 
son had left had written him as to the dis- 
posal of tho Canadian awards, but got no 
roply. He therefore had directed tho fair 
committee to hand them over to him. The 
expreBBage, engrossing, telegraphing and 
correspondence were the expenses for whioh 
ho waa oharging. 

It may be stated that tho Mr. Anderson 
referred to by Hardt is Mr. Jamea Ander- 
son, of Ontario, who waa appointed by tho 
Dominion government Canadian commis- 
sioner at the Midwlntor Fair. 

Deputy Minister Anderson wrote baok to 
Hardt expressing surprise at tho heavy 
charges, when 10 cents would havo been 
sufficient postage to carry a diploma and 
modal around tho world. Why, ho asked, 
were oft tho modala loft with tho fair com- 
mittee to forward, and how many more be- 
Bides Mr. WoIIb' award wero in Hardt's 
possession ? 

For anBwer he received the following Httle 
list with tho charges annexed : Chilliwack 
Choose Faotory (Welle), SO 50; Lacy B. 
JohoBon, Vancouvor (modal and diploma), 
$5 ; New Westminster Slate Co. (modal and 
diploma), §6 ; R. Dunsmulr & Sons, Wel- 
lington (medal), S3 ; R. Dunsmulr & Sons, 
Comox (medal), §3 ; Rosonfeld As Son, Na- 
naimo (medal), §3 ; Gait Co. (diploma 
and medal), §6; G. A. Reid, reai- 
denco unknown (medal and diplo- 
ma), $5 ; Jaema Andoraon, residence 
unknown (modal and diploma), $5 ; Indian 
Head Experimental Farm (diploma and 
medal), 56 50 ; and Oil Cake Co., Winnipeg 
(medal and diploma), ?G 50. Mr. Hardt 
had forwarded free their awards to tho 
Geologioal Survey at Ottawa and the Domin- 
ion govornmont. He further intimated that 
if those diplomas and medals wero wanted 
he had better bo written to soon, aa ho ex- 
pected to leave for the Mexican interna- 
tional fair at tho City of Mexico by May 
10. In his letters to Mr. Anderson Hardt 
sent a Bmall outtlng from the regulations of 
tho Midwinter Fair committoo in regard to 
awards, which provided that awards to 
foreign BeotionB exhibitors could bo deliver- 
ed to the commissioners of tho several Beo- 
tiona unlosa othorwiae direoted by tho com- 
missioner. Ho carefully had, however, cut 
off tho preceding paragraphs, which stated 
that diplomas and medals would be deliver- 
ed free to exhibitors, tho medals neatly 
packed and tho diplomas in mailing tuboa, 
In tho meantimo Mr. Andoraon, the doputy 
minister of agriculture, wrote to the Depart- 
ment of tho Intorior at Ottawa and to Mr. 
JameB Andorson, tho Canadian commissioner. 

Yesterday a reply was rocoived from Hon. 
T. M. Daly, MiniBter of tho Intorior, stating 
that already a similar compliant had boon 
laid beforo tho department, who advised 
tho writor to havo no dealings with Hardt, 
but to communicAto with Emory E. Smith, 
seorotary of tho committee of awards, San 
Francisco. The department waa, it waa 
stated, making furthor Inquiries into tho 
mattor and would reply. 

Mr. Jamea Anderaon wroto to Mossra. 
Gardnor & Thornley ut San Francisco to in- 
quire as to Mr. Hardt's authority to aot as 
commissioner for Canada, and Mr. Thorn- 
loy's roply was to tho following effect : 

" I have boon informed that Mr. Hardt 
appoarod in this oity, bofore tho fair opened, 
and presented a list of intending exhibitors 
from various places in Canada ; after he had 
Becurod spaco ho assumed tho title of com- 
missioner for Canada, and waa rooognizod 
by tho management of tho fair, which, I 
"earn, waa tho only authority ho had. 

" Aftor tho fair had closed considerable 
dolay ocourred in gotting tho awards ready 
for distribution, and it was finally decided 
to givo oxhibltors a diploma and bronze 
modal froo of charge, instead of tho gold and 
ilvor medala uwardod by tho various com- 
mitteoB, and if the parties doaired gold or 
silver modala thoy oould buy thorn from tho 
committoo on awards. 

" Mr. Anderson (tho Canadian commia- 
ionor) rcquosted mo to get tho awards from 
tho committee and send them to tho depart- 
ment at Ottawa for distribution, but I was 
unablo to got thorn for tho roason that tho 
Becrotary of tho oommittoo on awards had 
sont the diplomas to Mr. Hardt at Portland, 
Oregon, without consultation with ' thoso 
oonnoctod with tho Canadian oxhibit, it bo- 
ing claimed that Mr. Hardt was recognized 
aa tho commissioner for Canada by tho 
manogors of tho fair, and, thoroforo, tho 
proper person to take ohargoof tho diplomas 
awarded to thoso exhibitors whom ho repre- 
sented. Tho Booretary informed me that tho 
diplomas and bronze modala woro givon froo 
of ohargo, and that no porBon was authoriz- 
ed to oolloot a cont for them. A ohargo was 



made for gold and silvor modals and for 
duplicates of tho bronze medal." 

All this gooQ to show that tho exhibition 
people apparently rooognizod Hardt aa Can- 
adian oommiBaioner without hia having any 
authority to aot for thiB country, and now 
that he has gob hold of tho modals and 
diplomas he is going to make those to whom 
they were awarded pay his ehorges before 
he doliverfl up thoir property to them. 

Ono gentleman, a suocosaful exhibitor, 
writos to Mr. Anderaon that Hardt wroto to 
him demanding $:i.25, tho $3 being for 
" nocumnlated express chorgea " on the 
diploma. (Tho writor oonaidorod this an im- 
position, and Hardt then wroto that if the 
Vancouverito objooted " or If he (Hardt) 
could not explain to my satisfaction tho 
ohargo of $3, ho would refund it." The 
diploma was evidontly turned over by the 
ExprosBCo. to tho diatoms dopf.rtmont, who 
sold ib by auction." Tho same Vancouver 
man complains that though awarded a gold 
modal and diploma by tho oommittoo they 
only gave bronza medals, with tho informa- 
tion that If a gold ono -was deairod it would 
cost §82. The bronzB medal wae sent him 
by tho committee. 

Tho letter conoludos : "I cannot im- 
agine how in tho world our Canadian peo- 
ple should havo solcotod such a man aa 
Hardt to represent their interests, for if 
ovoryone has boon troated in the same way 
that I have it will oortainly toll very muoh 
againsb any Canadian oxhibits in future."

Opera Receives Its Initial 
Presentation Here. 



The Company One of the Best Seen in 
Years— A Notable Pio- 
dnctiou. 



Nob Binoe the days of Ahbotb'a and Juoh's 
visita have Victorians enjoyed bo fine a pro- 
duction of opera aa that witnessed last even- 
ing when thn Whitney company opened their 
engagement in " The Fencing Master" — the 
first of DeKoven's works, by the way, to be 
presented here. The oompany had been 
heralded by flattering testimonial*, and tha 
opera-loving public had therefore expeated 
something far above the ordinary. Nor was 
anyone disappointed. "The Fencing Mas- 
ter," in the hands of the Whitney oompany, 
cannot but pleaso. It is delightfully melo- 
dious, full of pretty musio which repeats 
itself in memory, duys after heard ; It is, too, 
purely a romantlo comio opera — minus the 
buffoonery so commonly associated with the 
light opera. The scene and time of the 
action call for elaborate staging and effects, 
and these as .veil aa all other details are 
taken fullest advantage of, the opera oalling 
for the attention of oyo, ear and mind, and 
giving threo-fold pleacure. 

A purely American production, the work 
of DeKoven and Smith, " The Fencing Mas- 
ter " ia of course a story of tha more 
romantio old world. Id deala with 
the adventures of Fortunlo, a ban 
iehed heir to the dukedom of Milan 
Fortunio ia accompanied on ono of his ad- 
ventures by FranoeBca, the daughter of the 
fonclng master of Milan, who has been 
brought up aa a boy, and who ia skilled in 
all the manly accomplishments, particularly 
in fencing. Franoeaca is devoted to For

tunio, who she fears la falling in love with 
Fillipa, the daughter of the usurping duke, 
and only betrays her sex when concealment 
baoomes no longer possible. They fight a 
duel, Fortunio Btill believing Franoeaca to 
be a man, and it is then that the truth is 
known. Up to this time Fortunio imagines 
himself in love with Fillipa, bub his oyos are 
opened to the groat love of his comrade, and 
the story ends In the conventional way. 
The score of the opera is brilliant and con- 
sists principally of melodies and catchy 
waltz muaic, with fine ohoruaeB and tuneful 
solos. 

The interest in the opera of course re 
volves around the Franoeaca, who, In the 
person of Miss Dorothy Morton, Is well 
worthy of moro than pasBing attention 
Compared by almosb every metropolitan ori- 
tic with her famous predooebsor in the role, 
Marie Tempest, Bhe loses little; In faot 
her succoss in "The Fencing MaB 
ter " has been evon more conspio 
uous than that of tho celebrated 
original. BleBaed by nature wi h a lovely 
face, a moat ahapoly form aDd a voioe of 
rare Bweetnees and expression, she haB given 
careful attention to the development of her 
talents, and is to day ono of tho foremost 
figureB on the opera stage. As Francesca 
ahe both acta well and singa woll, hor voice 
possessing an individuality, as well aa bril 
lianoy and cultivation, which makes an au 
dience nover tire of listening. 

Miss Morton has the advantage of receiv 
ing excellent support by artists in the cast, 
a splendid chorus and a capable orchestra. 
William Stephens (Guido Malespino), the 
tenor, is an old Victoria favorite, hero lust 
with Emma Juch, whose voice retains all its 
freshneBB and beauty. Mr. David Torrenco 
(Fortunio), tho baritone, haB amplo oppor 
tunity to demonstrate tho richness and 
power of hin voico, nor fails to avail him- 
self of it. Tho basso, Mr. Liebloe, is also 
thoroughly cap^blo and quite deeorving of 
the generous applausu accorded him 
wherever ho gooB. Ot the ladies, Bortha 
Baylis, the second soprano, as Fillipa, ia 
vory ploasintr and haB a rich, well cultivated 
voice ; while Miss Marlon I^ingdon, tho 
contralto, makes an (qually favorable im- 
pression. Tho comedians, Osoar Girard 
(Pasquino), and A. M. Holbrook (tho usurp- 
ing Duke), are gonuino fun-makera and 
furnish a world of amusement whilo nover 
descending to tho shadow of vulgarity. 

The first song to command attention in 
tho opera is tho initiative solo by tho bari- 
tone (Mr. Torronce) " Thn Life of a Rover, 
which last night was especially well rend- 
ered, and quito proparod tho audience for 
tho many good tbinss to follow. Miss 
Morton (Francesca) makes her first entrenco 
after a very elfeotive fonclng scene, and at 
once launchoa into tho catchy " When a 
Soldier Goob to tho War My Lads." The 
iinost song of tho introductory act is how- 
ever tho quintette (Franoeuca, Fillipa, tho 
MarohioneBB, Fortunio und Guido), "Ah 
Thero liver MurmurB a Minor Tone," tho 
blending of voicoa being very near perfection 
and tho melody most captivating. Tho 
" Monoy Londora' Chorua " is also a featuro 
of tho act and tho finalo, with the enBomblo 
" Duty Doth Call," very protty. 

Tho 8eoond act openo with a baroarolle by 
the ohoruB, followed by Guido's solo "Oh 
Beautiful Night." Then oomos tho bari- 
tone] boIo, "Evory Knight Must Hava a 
Star," and tho comedy eeronado by the duke 
and Puaquino is groatly onjoyod. So, too, 
IB the basso solo by Torquato and his braves. 
The gem of the aot is Fronopaca'n famoua 
solo, " Tho Nightingalo and tho Rose," a 
truly boautiful song and sung laat ovoning 
in such a manner as to rouso tho audlonco 
to tho highest pitch of onthuBlasm. A

To-night, the last of tho engagement, Miss 
Morton will sing by request of Eastern 
frirnde in Victoria tho rose song from the 
Algerian, De Koven and McDonongh's opera, 
of which eho headed tho oast la«t Beaaon. 



WORK FOR UNEMPLOYED. 

Numerous Deserving - FauilIleB in Seattle 
Belne flaced In the Way of a 
Comfortable living. 

Seattle, May 3.— The suocesB of tho 
Fingree plan and also of the Co-Operative 
Industrial Soolety, both of whioh are con- 
ducted along the same lines, is assured and 
the means by whioh nearly 200 deserving 
families are plaoing thomaolvos In a position 
of comparative comfort and independenco 
are boing providsd. By the efforts of the 
organizers of the Plngreo plan, thirty-seven 
dlatlnot traots of land about the oity have 
been Boourod free of cost for tho purpose of 
gardening, whilo the Co-Operatlve Soolety 
has been donated a five-aore traot in the 
Duwamish valley by County Treasurer 
Maple, where about fifty men, all represent- 
ing families, are now at work planting pota- 
toes and other vegetables. Tho five-aore 
farm in South Seattle and tho Bovoral traots 
about the city now presont a buBy sceno, 
177 men being at work with garden tools 
and Beeds, furnished free of oharge, planting 
gardens and thus preparing for a winter's 
supply of food and making suro of securing 
sufficient monoy for tho purchase of neces- 
aary olothing for themsolvcH and thoir help- 
Iobb children. All appoar happy and hope- 
ful and the prevailing pleasant weather has 
beon a godeond to them.

LeeB brass buttons and moro work by the 
staff would, I am satisfied, improve tho con 
dition and tho appearance of tho animals of 
the fire department.

Tho spring fashions aro out in full 
force, making bravo show not only in 
the shop windows, but all places haunt- 
od by woll dreasod women — on tho prom- 
enado, at churoh, at tho theater. Liko 
tho flowers of spring, tho stylos aro 
many and varied, which is as it ought 
to be so long as thoro aro oaprioious 
womon to clotho.

Tho chapoau rond is ono of tho new 
hats of tho season which has a straight 
round rim and is very becoming.

Cavalier hats are 
trimmed with largo roses and bows of 
glaco silk. In fact, there is ovory shape 
of hat imaginable, and tho straws aro 
so soft and prettily colored that middlo 
aged women will find less trouhlo than 
ovor in getting a becoming hat.

ECKs In Milk. 
Cocoa is now much used in tho placo 
of ohocolato for icing cake. Tho icing is 
mado by beating tho whites of 3 eggs 
and mixing with thorn nearly a cupful 
of powdered sugar. Add 2 tablospoonfuls 
of cocoa. An icing that many profor 
is mado without any eggs. Boil 4 tablo- 
spooufuls of granulated sugar with tho 
samo quantity of water for a minute, 
thon add a toaspoonful of vanilla and 3 
toaspoonfuls of cocoa, boil a minnto 
longer, and tho icing will bo roady to 
use. 



WASHING FLANNELS. 

Use Plenty of Hot Soapy Water, Rinse Well 
and Dry Quickly. 

Flannols must bo washed separately 
from tho whito olothes. Thoroforo when 
tho othor washing is out of tho way cut 
into shreds a pound of good yollow 
soap. Put it into a clean saucepan with 
two quartB of water and sot it on tho 
firo until tho soap has complotoly dis- 
solved. Thou put it asido until tho fol- 
lowing day, when it should bo a jolly. 
Two largo pans will bo requirod, both 
of which must bo fillod with wator as 
hot as tho hands can boar. Into ono put 
suffioiont soap jolly to make tho wator 
fool soft and soapy. It should havo tho 
appoaraco of a creamy lather. 

Tho flannol articles should bo each 
ono taken from tho heap singly, woll 
shakou and plunged into tho lather. It 
must be lightly rubbed all ovor, but 
any portion likely to bo soiled, such as 
tho collar and wristbands of flannel 
shirts, will nood an extra rubbing. Hero 
I may mention a common mistake. It 
is sometimes supposed that it is tho 
soap which wants rubbing into tho 
clothos, whereas it is tho wator. Soap 
assists tho cleansing process, but it is 
tho wator whioh really doos tho work. 

Then tho flannel must bo immediate- 
ly plunged into tho socond wator. Hero 
it is rubbod through in just tho same 
way, and turned in order that every 
part may rocoivo its full sliaro of rins- 
ing. When cleared of soap, it should bo 
wrung tightly with tho hands or passed 
through an india rubber wringer, which 
will not break any poarl buttons there 
may be in it. Wringing tho article in 
a shoot or whito cloth considerably ab- 
sorbs tho moisture. Shako tho flannol 
well, thon hang it immediately boforo 
tho firo or iu tho sun to dry. 

Tho secrot of washing flannols with- 
out allowing thorn to shrink is to dry 
thorn quickly. Whilo drying it is ndvis- 
ablo to pull them into shape. Aftor tho 
labor of washing and drying is complot- 
od tho flannels should bo pressed with a 
warm iron. Bright colored flannols 
must not bo dried in tho sun, as its rays 
aro ruinous to thoir dolicato shades. It 
is hotter to wash them in only ono wa- 
tor, as the quicker tho process of wash- 
ing and drying tho brighter tho color. 

In washing littlo ones' flannols tho 
groatost care should bo taken. Thoy 
must not bo soaked in either hot or cold 
water, as both will thicken tho ma- 
terial, Wash tho soiled parts in a littlo 
hoated soapy water. Thon immerse tho 
flannol in fresh wator, as hot and soapy 
as boforo, and lightly rub it all ovor 
quickly. Wring carefully from this wa- 
ter and souso it in a clear ono. Both 
waters may bo just as hot as tho hands 
can boar without discomfort. Squoeze 
it out, and if you havo no wringer roll 
each ariclo in a clean oloth, and wring 
it vory dry. Shako it woll, pull into 
shapo and dry immediately. 

To conclude, flannol washing is 
bound to bo successful if there is plenty 
of hot soapy water, tho moans of drying 
quickly and a nimble pair of hands.— 
Louisa E. Smitho.

Unloss thoro is a deop seated determi- 
nation on tho part of the pupil to prac- 
tico with tho solo object of display and 
effect tho teacher will do woll to awak- 
en an interest in concerted music, easily 
encouraged and cultivated in our days, 
when, for a trifling outlay, wo can pur- 
chase tho treasures of groat authors in 
editions for four or oven oight hands. Lot 
a portion of tho lesson bo dovotod to 
tho trios, quartets or symphonies of 
Haydn, Mozart, Beethoven, Schubert, 
Wobor, Mendelssohn, Schumann, tho 
lighor overtures of Frenoh and Italian 
composers, or tho numerous woll writ- 
ton piecos of modern authors, and tho 
pupil will soon bocomo moro oxport in 
reading and learn to pay hotter atten- 
tion to tho value of notes, rests and oth- 
or signs. Of peculiar difficulty and 
greatest uso aro tho overtures of Boo- 
thoven, according to Koyboard.

CONCENTRATING OSES. 

Discovery of a Process on Similar Lines Slmul> 
taneously in the U, H. and England. 

Seattle, May 3.— Tho publication of an 
artiole describing tho new cicatrical process 
of treating concentrating ores, now in opera- 
tion ut Ipswich, England, brings to light 
ttZ itZt tbit a similar process has been in- 
vented by Alfred WilliamB and W. R. Phil- 
lips, of this city, and the p \tenb has been 
allowed by the (Vaited States patent olfico, 
The English prooets works as follows : The 
pulverized ore, with ft email quantity of 
common salt, is fed into a vertical cylinder, 
the bottom of which is covered with mor- 
enry. In the center of tho cylinder is a car- 
bon shaft), which revolves and stirs up the 
pulp. A current of electricity passes from 
the carbon shaft through the liquid end 
pulp to tho mercury. The action of the 
onrrent in conjunction with the solution of 
chloride of sodium (common salt) enables 
the metal to amalgamate, by virtue of the 
chemical action on the salts. From this 
cylinder the ore paBseB through other de- 
vioes, which save what the first process 
loses. 

Tho Seattle inventors olaim to have had 
no idea that anyone else was oven experi- 
menting on this line until the past month, 
when technicil papers generally h»ve been 
printing results from experiment" made by 
this simple yet complex electro-chemical 
process. In the Seattle maohlne the con- 
centrates, being of a greator speclfio gravity, 
aro separated contrifngally und thrown 
to tho mercury. At that point the curront 
releases tho sulphur, oto., and the newly 
freed gold, boing in a nascent condition, is 
easily amalgamated, much moro bo than if 
it had been freed at a distant point and 
then worked itB way to tho morcury, as is 
neoessary in the English process, 

PORT ANGELES RAILWAY. 

A New Hampshire Syndicate Likely to Build 
tho Road. 

Port Anoeles, May 3, — At a meeting of 
the Board of Trade held Tuesday ovening, a 
communication was road from President J 
S. Coolican, in which ho states that he has 
submitted the plans of tho Port Angeles and 
Everett railroad to prominent railroad ofii 
cials, and that a New Hampshire Byndioati 
Ib making preparations to investigate tho 
matter, and if it proves as represented they 
will build tho road. Mr. Cnolican is also 
working on a colony scheme, and promises 
to send 1,000 people to Port Angeles during 
tho cominc summer. During tho course of 
the meeting tho mombors of tho board and 
others present warmly advocated tho plan 
proposed, that Port Angeles build her own 
railroad to Oak harbor, a distance of about 
forty miles.

WILL BUN TO OAK LAY. 

Capt. Minor has called a club run of tho 
Viotoria Whoolmon for 2 o'oloak thia after- 
noon, tho mustor boing at the Hotol Vio- 
toria and tho route to Oak Bay, for a look at 
tho now track now woll undor way. A trip 
to Goidstream is talked of for to-morrow. 



The city counoil had a special meeting 
last night ab whioh tho first: matter to come 
up was the protest from the Taylor Mill Co, 
the Shawnigan Mill Co., and James Leigh & 
Sons against being obliged to pay a whole 
salo tradera tax, as they wero, they said, 
retailers. In this Connection P. McQuado it 
Son also registered a protest against paying 
a wholesale tax. 

There was considerable dissatisfaction, 
the Mayor said, among people bb to what 
constituted a wholosule and what a retail 
dealer. A wholesaler had to pay §50 every 
six months, while a rotaller only paid §25 
for tho samo period. 

Ald. Macmillan had always objeoted to 
thoso trades licenses as they nevor could be 
oollooted equitably. One of the moBt unjust 
of all was tno tax on small aontraotorB. The 
principle was bad all through. Then there 
were classes in tho oity who put tho law at 
defiance. The lawyers never paid the tax 
for aonvoyanoing though othor people had 
to do so. Then architects had not to pay 
whilo tho contractors did, and that wbb un- 
fair. The council had objoctod to do away 
with this tax because they said there 
was no other eouroo of rovenuo to 
mako up for it. Thoro was one 
way, howover, that would mako up for tho 
$16,070 businoss tax. The oity had the 
right to levy a frontage tax on wator pipo. 
Lota on streets where water mains ran wore 
increused in valuo by that faot, and ho 
found that by that frontage tax on water 
pipo in the city, at 2 oonts a foot, there 
would bo §15,000 or $20,000 raised. This 
would do away with any noed for a busi- 
ness tax. 

Ald Wilson suggested as a way out of 
tho difficulty to charge tho mills both retail 
and wholosalo tax. (Laughtor.) Everybody 
who sold by wholesale should pay a wholesale 
liceuso and retailers should pay tho rotail 
tax. It was an easy matter to find out 
which was which. 

His Worship — " The difficulty hue been 
to find out juBt who is a wholeBalor and who 
a retailer." 

Ald. Humphrey thought tho beat way 
was to rofer the question of Bottling tho dif- 
ference betwoen * wholesaler and retailer to 
a select committeo. He made a motion to 
that effect. 

Ald. Camekon, like Aid. Macmillan, 
spoke againat the system of license taxation. 
Ib wbb against tho first principle of taxation. 
His private opinion was that tho matter 
would havo to bo aolvod in tho courts. 

Ald. Partridge supported Aid. Humph- 
rey's moi.'on on tho Bubjoot. It might) be 
that tho nexC counoil would be able to find 
somo othor moane Pf raising revenue when 
better times came. 

Ald. McLella^ bpposed tho wator pipe 
tax — tho ids* of a man paying a tax on 
water, the freest gift to man. It might be 
possible to adopt a sliding scale of business 
tax as was done in San Francisco. 

Ald. Williams did not believe in drag- 
ging business people into court. It might 
be arranged to carry out ths system now 
pursued by the local government of 
taxing on the value of the stock. 
He did not think there was a 
single case of troublo betweon the local 
government and tho taxpayers on this 
aooount. This system it might bo possible 
to introduce the latter part of the year. 
Aid. Macmillan seemed to have given this 
matter a good deal of thought, and porhapa 
his ideas might be put before tho special 
oommittoe suggosted by Aid. Humphrey for 
consideration. _ 

Ald. Cameron moved that the matter be 
left in the hands of tho officials. This wbb 
seoondod by Aid, Hall. 

In amendment to tho amendment Aid. 
Macmillan moved that all tho lumber deal- 
ers in the city bo put on tho same footing. 

Aftor some further disoussion Aid. Cam- 
eron's amendment was carried. 

The old battle of day v. contract labor 
came to tho front again on tho Mayor ask- 
ing if tho council wanted to tacklo the sub- 
ject. 

Bettor loave that over, said Aid. Hall, 
jokingly, there uro not onough pooplo 
present for tho aldermon to oaro about air 
ing their views.

Bragg'a 
amendinoct had not beon sonti in. 

Ald Braoo, accused by Aid. Macmillan 
of seeking to kill tho chanci cf doing tho 
work by day's labor, denied It, and said Aid. 
Macmillan was like a mule and had to do 
some kicking. 

Ald. Macmillan rotorted by Baying he 
would rather bo a good mu'o than the fathor 
of a mule, a position Aid. Bragg put himsolf 
into sometimes, 

Finally tho Mayor doclarod all tho motions 
out of order, whoreupon Aid. Humphrey 
asked, " What aro wo hero for thon ? " and 
some ono else suggested an adjournment. 

This last idea was takon up and tho coun- 
oil adjourned.
